In this time of crisis for food, when the world faces either shortages or 
famine, all farmers may think seriously of planting a maximum acreage 
of small grain. 


Wheat for food for hungry people should be the first thought. The 
supply of this grain will be below demand for probably at least two more 
years. . 


For animals and poultry plenty of oats on the farm will supply a good 
percentage of the feed needed. This can be produced with a maximum 
use of machinery and minimum need for scarce labor. 


Barley, sometimes aptly termed “Winter Corn”, produces more total 
feed per acre than corn. This grain can be satisfactorily substituted for 
corn in practically all feed rations. The crop is particularly satisfactory 
in the Piedmont sections of the Southeast. Some growers are using barley 
as a winter hay crop, winter grazing, and some are using barley as ensilage. 


From an economic viewpoint the combination of better prices for grain, 
minimum labor required to handle crop, and possibilities for hay crops in 
connection with small grain makes grain growing especially attractive for 
present conditions. 


The most important factor in producing a profitable grain crop is use 
of top quality seed of an adapted variety. The demand for good planting 
seed will be abnormally strong in 1946. We suggest early bookings and 
orders, if you would avoid disappointment.

NEW STRAIN 


In this new strain we offer further improvement in the popular Sun- 
rise variety. Sunrise has been thoroughly tested in the Southeast by both 
Experiment Stations and farmers and its good performance is making new 
friends every year. 


Sunrise Strain 3 showed higher yield than Strain 2 at the Clemson Sta- 
tion, Pee Dee Station and Edisto Station variety trials in 1945. The average 
increase in bushels per acre for Strain 3 over Strain 2 was 3.6 bushels for 
these trials. 


We recommend seeding at a rate of 142-2 Bu. per acre, planting not 
over 1”-14%” deep. Plant ona good grade of land, use a complete fertilizer 
and an early spring top dressing of nitrogen for highest yields.

Calhoun is particularly recommended for lands in the higher fertility 
level where lodging has occurred with other sorts. All barleys perform 
best on well-drained soil, under good cultivation and fertilizer practice. 
Shallow and timely seeding at 1% to 2 bu. per acre is recommended, with 
topdressing of Nitrogen early in the spring, not later than March 10. . 


The stocks of Calhoun now offered are grown from special rogued 
seed lots and most of the taller, off-type plants have been eliminated.

This is the highest yielding and most cold resistant strain of Hooded 
that we have offered. The improved cold resistance is a very desirable 
character as it minimizes risk of damage by late winter freezes. 


Our Hooded strains have been very popular in the coastal areas and 
appear to be the best adapted variety for the extreme southern limits of 
barley growing areas. None of our barleys are recommended for thin or 
poorly drained soil. But on fertile soil, seeded at the rate of 24% bu. per 
acre, planted shallow and properly fertilized this barley should fulfill your 
expectation.

Strain 3 is the most recent of the Marett Awnless Barley strains, and 
in our tests has shown some advantage in yield over previous offerings. 
The new strain retains high resistance to Stripe and Mildew. 


Awnless Strain 3 is characterized by good yields of fine quality grain, 
good vegetative growth and fair straw. For grazing and hay production 
this variety is still one of the best. While not as well adapted to combine 
harvest as Calhoun or Sunrise it still may be harvested by this method 
provided close timing of maturity and harvest are observed. 

As is true of barleys in general Awnless should be planted only on 
fertile lands and properly fertilized. At least 2 bushels of seed should 
be used per acre and seed should not be covered over 1142” deep. Awnless 
Barley is not recommended for coastal sections of the Southeast.

Carolina 
Red has been tested at 30 experiment stations and results have shown that 
it should fill a definite need for a better oat of the old Appler type. Caro- 
lina Red is more cold resistant than most oats of the Red Rustproof group. 


This variety should do especially well in the southern limits for oat 
production of the Coastal Plain sections. Carolina Red oat was highest yield- 
ing variety at both the Edisto Station and Georgia Coastal Station in 1945. 
Also Carolina Red yields heavily in the Piedmont area; in the 1944 variety 
tests at Clemson this variety was high variety with a yield of 93.1 bushels 
per acre.
